SINKING OF THE PUILLIPS,
The Ueat Was Insured for Fonr Thonsand
Dollars=No 1 an the Sist

Wharlhoat, .

The exclusive publication in yester-
day's Isteruicescen of the full particu-
lars of the sinking and destruction of
the Wheeling and Matamovas packet,
1. E. Phillips, at Matamoras, Ohio, on
Sunday night, lormed tho topie of con-
veraation yesterday in conuection with
the all-absarbing topie—thoe river. The
bad luck of Harry Mendel, of this city,
who owned both the Phillips and the
sunken Sistersville whariboat, was comn-
mented on, and everybody expressed
eympathy for him.

Captain Kline, of tho Phillipa, was
in the city vesterday, having gone down
to Matamoras to view the wreck, When
he got there very little was visible, but
he was of the opinion that the water
and ice would not completely destroy
the boat and that when the walars re-
cede the heavy works of the boat will
be found in fairly good shape. Other
river men aro notof the same opinion;
they believe thot very little will be
found that is not aslmost entirely use-
less. Captain Klino states that Mr,
Mendel carried insurance of $4,000 on
the Phillips, which will lessen his losa
cnnsidarng[y. On the Sistersville whari-
bont, however, tho $2,000 insurance car-
ried was for loss by fire, only, so that
craft is a complete loas to Mendel. Men-
del, who is in Taylor, Texas, was tele-
graphod to after the double disaster,
and yesterday word was received from
him that he would not return toWheel-
ing just now. He instructed Captain
Klina to do all possible in the emer-
gency.

“Forty feet will not damage Radefer
Broa. or tho Bellaire botile works man-
terially, though it will reach the cellars
at hoth plants, but more than that will
gorionsly inconvenience both factories,
but it will take forty-live feet to do
them much damage. Tho steel works
is not ‘eo fortunate. The wuter had
reached thoe stockyard nt that plant
yesterday evening, and the works are
shut down. The strect cars were shut
off yoaterday about noon in conssquence
of the river covering therond at W hisky
run. At West Wheeling it reached the
paper mill in the evening and closed jt
down, but ouly the lawer portion of the
town way coverad.

Yesterdnay ot Plitabuegh,

At 9 o'clock yesterday morning the
stage of water in the Monoogahela at
Pittsburgh was 25 feet 0 inches and
stationary. The river was falling above
and it is thought that the highest staze
hins been reached. Unless thereis more
rain the rivers are expected to fall and
tha river men will begin to take advun-
tage of the boating water to get coal to
southern points,

The damage done by the flood at
Pittsburgh has not been nearly as severe
us was expected. All the iron milla
along the banks of the Allecheny aud
Manongahela are under water and are
closed down until the flood recedes.
None of the railroads are blorkaded
although the tracks of the Pittsburch &
Western are undor water in Allegheny.
While the total damagze will aggrezate a
considerable awmount, yet it will not ap-
proach the lo3s in tho floods of 1854
and 1801,
